THE BLOOD is the only tissue in 
the body which is constantly being; 
reformed as if it were the tissue of 
an animal in the very first stages of 
life. The skin, for contrast, and the 
mucous membranes of the body, are 
constantly being replaced, but by 
the process of one adult cell dividing 
to form two adult cells. 
The blood cells, however, mature, 
and each one, even in an adult body, 
goes through every process that it 
did when the first cells were formed 
in the beginning embryo. If we were 
to examine under the microscope the 
bone marrow in which this process 
takes place, we could see large 
mother cells. And if we looked at 
growing marrow, we would see these 
mother cells divided into two or 
more smaller but still immature 
cells. Finally, the small red cor­ 
puscle would evolve, but it would 
have a nucleus. In the human spe­ 
cies this nucleus is extruded before 
the cell enters the blood stream and 
begins its active life. But in most 
fowls and lowrer forms, the red cor­ 
puscles still have a nucleus.

they were caused by chicken blood. 
The red cells were nucleated. 
The red cells are the only cells in 
the body which function without a 
nucleus. Sometimes, when there has 
been a loss of blood, or when there 
is a disturbance of blood formation, 
tho body’s demand for blood cells 
results in a number of young nucle­ 
ated red cells being thrown into the 
blood stream. It is like a country 
exhausted in war when the youths 
and boys are called to the colors 
because not enough adults remain. 
The blood cells, then, originate in 
the bone marrow, arc given out 
when mature into the blood stream, 
and finally are destroyed in the 
spleen and sent to the liver to be 
made into bile. This is a compli­ 
cated and far-flung system, but to 
remember the origin and fate of the 
red cells is to facilitate understand­ 
ing of the anemias.

— i U P I— A dam Richetti, a profes­ 
sional killer, who, w ith leveled m a­ 
chine gun, mowed down five men 
in the K ansas City union station 
m assacre of 1933, died in the lethal 
cham ber 
today, 
m urm uring; 
‘W hat did I do to deserve th is ? ” ' 
Richetti w as one of the m ost 
vicious crim inals of his generation, 
one of the last survivors of the 
killing kidnapers and bandits 
but ex term in ated by G-men 
other authorities. 
A few’ m inutes after 
I a. rn. 
(Circleville tim e) this m orning he 
was led into the lethal cham ber of 
the Missouri sta te penitentiary and 
strap p ed to the chair. He 
blub­ 
bered, declared his innocence. H e 
had w atched m any men die, some 
from over his 
blazing 
m achine 
gun. others 
and these 
included 
his erstwhile chieftain. P re tty Boy 
F loyd—from the bullets of sheriffs 
and G-men which missed him. but 
he did not die prettily. As the door 
closed on him, he screamed, and, 
through the observation window, 
witnesses saw him scream ing and 
cringing in th e chair. A few sec­ 
onds later the wiiitc plumes of the 
gas rose from beneath him 
choked his life out.

The g a n g s te r spent alm ost all of 
his last day w ith tw o priests. Yes­ 
terd ay afternoon 
he listened th 
a radio account 
of 
the 
second 
gam e of the World Series, but w as 
sullen, highly 
nervous, 
sm oked 
much, called constantly for w a ­ 
ter. A fter a full dinner, he 
con­ 
sulted the priests again, then spent 
his last few hours starin g moodily 
from his cell. 
Richetti died at 29 and had been 
a rrim inal notorious In the South­ 
west for som e IO years. But he did 
not gain national notoriety until 
he team ed up w ith “P re tty Boy,” 
a killer from the Cookson hills of 
O klahom a who, despite his d ep re­ 
dations, w as leading a charm ed 
life. 
In 1933, their pal. F ra n k N ash, 
u’as arrested in H ot Springs, Ark., 
by federal ag en ts and w as ta k en 
to K ansas C ity by train. 
Richetti. Floyd and Verne Mil­ 
ler decided to rescue him. W hen 
Nash, m anacled to federal agents 
and surrounded by federal agents, 
stepped off the train and out of 
the K ansas City union term inal, 
they were m et by a blaze of m a ­ 
chine gun fire The gunners w ere 
careless. N ot only did 
they 
kill 
N ash’s four guards, but Nash. 
C a u g h t In Ohio 
Miller a y ear later w as killed 
by g an g s te r associates n ear D e­ 
troit. and, tw o y ears later, P re tty 
Boy and Richetti w ere trapped by 
G-men n ear Wellsville, O. P re tty 
Boy w as killed and Richetti 
w as 
captured. 
Richetti insisted he w as Innocent 
of an y participation in the mas-; 
sacre. but the sta te produced a 
conclusive case a t his trial in K a n ­ 
sas City an d he w as convicted.
